PRESIDENT'S 
NOTES 


As  the  President  of  the  G.P.A.  for  1984, 
I  want  to  let  you  know  my  thoughts  about 
the  neighborhood  in  each  issue  of  the 
"News."     I  trust    my  messages  will  make  you 
aware  of  our  common  interests. 

I'm  excited  by  the  improvements  I  see  in 
"downtown"  Glen  Park.     The  Continental 
Bank  building  now  under  construction  will 
provide  an  impressive  touchstone  to  our 
commercial  area.     It  will  also  provide 
space  for  a  new  shop  and  offices.  The 
building  which  formerly  housed  the  paint 
store  at  Monterey  Blvd.  and  Joost  St.  has 
been  handsomely  renovated  by  Gilco  Construc- 
tion for  its  own  offices.     This  building 
now  adds  a  fine  accent  to  the  outer  reaches 
of  our  commercial  district. 

The  planting  of  new  trees  along  Chenery 
St.   last  year  is  a  fine  example  of  Glen 
Park  residents  working  together  to  beautify 
their  neighborhood.     The  blocks  graced  by 
new  trees  have  a  bright  new  look.  Joint 
efforts  of  the  G.P.A.  and  local  merchants 
will  soon  be  seen  as  many  new  trees  are 
planted  in  our  "downtown"  area. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  is 
interested  in  the  possibility  of  extending 
the  J-Church  trolley-line  from  its  present 
30th  St.   terminus  to  Ocean  Ave.  The 
extension  plans  to  travel  along  San  Jose 


Avenue,  and  will  not  involve  demolition  of 
the  Dolores  Street  palms.     Stop  at  the 
Glen  Park  BART  station  is  also  included, 
although  it  is  not  included  in  the  current 
plan.       I'm  working  on  adding  another  stop 
somewhere  between  Randall  and  Bosworth  Sts. 
along  the  San  Jose  slot.     The  P.U.C.  also 
must  deal  with  finding  the  funds.  The 
problem  of  funding  may  delay  the  project 
indef inately . 


BART  LOT 
OPENS 


The  official  opening  of  our  new  BART 
parking  lot  took  place  January  17.  The 
metered,  well-lit,  landscaped  lot  is  located 
at  Bosworth  St.  and  Arlington  Ave.  The 
lot  is  for  people  patronizing  local  ^^len 
Park  merchants  as  well  as  those  who  use 
BART  to  shop  downtown.     It's  open  daily 
from  9  A.M.  until  2  A.M.     Because  it's  a 
shopper's  parking  lot,  the  maximum  meter 
time  is  5  hours. 

BART  is  obligated  to  police  the  lot.  BART 
Police  have  been  issuing  citations  to 
those  who  ignore  the  meters.     The  BART 
Police  also  informed  us  that  vehicles 
parked  in  the  lot  between  2  A.M.  and  9 
A.M.  are  subject  to  being  both  ticketed 
and  towed. 

The  G.P.A.  welcomes  the  opening  of  the 
lot  and  recommends  its  use  while  shopping 
in  Glen  Park.

SOLD 


Concurrent  with  the  opening  of  our  new 
BART  parking  lot,  the  transit  agency  has 
auctioned  off  the  old  "Kiss  &  Ride"  lot  at 
the  corner  of  Diamond  St.  and  Monterey  Blvd. 

The  lot  has  been  purchased  by  John  and 
Charlie  Jweinat,  owners  of  the  Diamond 
Super  Market.     They  intend  to  have  the  lot 
rezoned  from  P  (Public)   to  R-C  2  (Com- 
munity Oriented  Mixed  Residential  &  Com- 
mercial) . 

At  the  CP. A.  February  Board  meeting, 
they  requested  and  were  given  CP. A. 
endorsement  of  their  concept  to  rezone  the 
land  to  R-C  2.     The  CP. A.  also  sent  a 
letter  of  its  endorsement  to  the  City 
Planning  Commission. 

The  Jweinats  stated  that  they  intend  to 
develop  the  property  as  follows:  store 
fronts  on  the  street  level  and  small 
apartments  for  rental  on  the  upper  floors. 
Off-street  parking  is  to  be  provided  as 
required  by  the  City  planning  code. 

The  CP. A.  Planning  &  Zoning  Committee 
will  follow  the  progress  of  this  project 
and  be  in  contact  with  the  City  Planning 
Department  to  allow  imput  by  local  res- 
idents of  the  progress  of  this  project. 

®m  NEWS 

In  an  effort  to  generate  a  compre- 
hensive zoning  review  of  the  "down 
town"  Glen  Park  area,  the  G. P. A. Plan- 
ning &  Zoning  Committee  has  started 
to  review  alternative  zoning  approa- 
ches in  order  to  direct  its  efforts 
correctly. 

The  Committee's  goals  are  to  gene- 
rate means  by  which  the  "village  cen- 
ter" feeling  of  the  Glen  Park  shop- 
ping district  can  be  retained  while 
allowing  for  positive  change  and  re- 
inforcement of  existing  commercial 
activities.  There  is  a  desire  to  main 
tain  a  mix  of  both  neighborhood  shops 


and  residential  units  in  the  area  in 
a  way  which  does  not  overwhelm  the 
residential  areas  surrounding  the 
shopping  district . 

<Vhat  is  not  generally  recognized 
is  that  the  C-2  zoning  for  "downtown" 
Glen  Park  would,  at  its  most  extreme, 
allow  for  regional  serving  offices 
and  large  stores  with  multi-story 
commercial  usesi  and  there  is  no  way 
to  prevent  such  a  thing  from  happen-- 
ing  here.  If  we  wish  to  retain  our 
"village",  positive  steps  must  be 
taken  so  we  will  not  be  overwhelmed 
by  development  pressure. 

The  Planning  &  Zoning  Committee 
is  contacting  the  City  Planning  Of- 
fice to  state  its  desires  and  intents 
in  order  to  facilitate  a  studied  and 
rational  approach  for  this  work.  It 
<is  expected  that  the  City  Planning 
staff  will  incorporate  Glen  Park  into 
its  "Neighborhood  Commercial  Zoning 
Study"  and  generate  its  own  thoughts 
on  the  matter. 

As  the  Committee  progresses  through 
the  process  of  zoning  review  there 
will  be  further  updates  atG.P.A,  month 
ly  meetings  and  in  the  Newsletter.  If 
you  are  interested  in  working  with  the 
committee  or  attending  any  of  its  meet 
ings,  please  call  Bruce  Bonacker, 
Committee  CHAIR  @  398-882^^.
